The per capita consumption of 
pork and poultry in the country is ev- 
erywhere above that in the city, and 
for the United States as a whole the 
country is higher by nearly two-thirds 
for pork and more than one-half for 
poultry. 
City Eats Beef and ‘Mutton. 

The city consumes more beef, veal 
and mutton per capita than tt ‘does 
pork.and poultry. by 9 per cent, but 
the country consumes more pork and 
poultry per capita than the other 
meats by 150 per cent; and in the city 
pork and poultry.are 48-per cent of the 
total meat consumption (including 
poultry), and in the eountry 71 per 
cent. 

Beef, veal and poultry consumption 
per capita are higher in the North 
than tn the South, but in pork con- 
sumption’ -the’ South is higher. The 
West is above the other sections in 
beef and mutton’ consumption, and is 
barely below the leading section, the 
north Atlantic, In veal consumption, 
but it is. lowest.in poultry consump- 
tion and, except in comparison with 
the north Atlartic states, is lowest to 
pork consumption.
